Would Extend Scope o! Com- 


mission's Work, 


FOR FEDERAL INCORPORATION 


Radical Changes In Two Impor- 


tant laws Urged. 


Washington, .Tan. 7.—President Taft 


fien{ to congress the following special 
message on the proposed amendments 
to the Interstate commerce and anti- 
trust hrws: 
To the Senate aud House of Hepresent- 


iitlv": 
I beg to submit to you certain recom- 


mendations us to the amendments to 
the Interstate commerce law aod cer- 
tain considerations arising out of the 
operations of the anti-trust law sug- 
gesting the wisdom of federal incor- 
poration of Industrial companies. 


Interstate Commerce Law. 


In the annual report of the Interstate 


copimerce commission for the year IIKJS 
attention Ix called lo (be fact that be- 
tween July 1, 1008, and the close of 
that j'ear sixteen suits had been begun 
to set aside orders of the commission 
(besides one commenced before that 
date) and that few orders of much 
consequence had been permitted to go 
without protest. 
In twelve of the 


cn«es referred to, It was stated, pre- 
liminary Injunctions were prayed for, 
being granted In six and refused In six. 


Of course every carrier affected by 


an order of the commission has a con* 
Btllutloiml right to appeal to a federal 
court In protect it from the enforce- 
ment of an order which It may show 
lo be prlma facie confiscatory or un- 
justly discriminatory liHU effect, and 
iis-thltf application may'bu made to a 
court in any district of the United 
Slates not only does delay result In 
the enforcement of the order, but 
great uncertainty Is caused by contra- 
riety of decision. 
It would not be 


proper to attempt to deprive any cor- 
poration of the right to the review by 
a court of any order or decree which. 
If undisturbed, would rob it of n rea- 
sonable return upon Its Investment or 
would subject It to burdens which 
would unjustly discriminate against It 
aud in favor of other carriers similar- 
ly situated. What Is, however, of su- 
preme Importance is that the decision 
of such questions shall he as speedy 
as the nature of the circumstances 
will' admit aud that a uniformity of 
decision be secured. 


For this purpose 1 recommend the 


establishment of a court of the United 
States composed of Dve judges desig- 
nated for such purpose from among 
the circuit judges of the United States, 
to be kpown as the "United Status 
court of commerce," which court shall 
be clothed with exclusive original juris- 
diction over the following classes of 
leases: 


Mi-st.—All cases for the enforcement, 


otherwise than by adjudication and 
collection of a forfeiture or penalty or 
by Infliction of criminal punishment, of 
uuy order of the interstate commerce 
commission other than for the payment 
of money.

United States. 


In order to provide a sufficient num- 


ber of judges to enable this court to 
be constituted, It will he necessary to 
authorize the appointment of live ad- 
ditional circuit, judges. Annual com- 
pensation of $10,000 should be pro- 
vided.

direct control of the department of 
justice. 


Agreement on Rates. 


The subject of agreements between 


carriers with respect to rates has been 
often discussed In congress. 
Pooling 


arrangements and agreements 
were 


condemned by the general sentiment 
of the people, and under the Sherman 
anti-trust law any agreement between 
carriers operating lu restraint of Inter- 
state or International trade or com- 
merce would be unlawful. 
1 see no 


reason why agreements between car- 
riers subject to the act specifying the 
classification!) of freight and the rates, 
fares and charges for transportation of 
passengers aud freight which-'thcy may 
agree to establish should not be per- 
mitted, provided copies of such agree- 
ments be promptly filed with the com- 
mission, but subject to all the pro- 
visions of the interstate commerce act 
and subject to the right of any parties 
to such agreement to cancel It us to 
all or any of the agreed rates, fares, 
charges or classifications by thirty 
days' notice In writing to the other 
parties and to the commission. 


Much complaint Is made by shippers 


over the state of the law under which 
they are held bound to know the legal 
rate applicable to any proposed ship- 
ment without, as n matter of fact, 
having auy certain means of actually 
ascertaining such rate. 
1 think that 


the law should provide that n carrier, 
upon written request by an Intending 
shipper, Khoiihl quote In writing the 
rate or charge applicable to the pro- 
posed shipment under any schedules 
or tariffs to which such carrier Is a 
party and that If the party ranking 
suc*h request shall suffer damage In 
consequence of either refusal or oinls- 
fiion to quote the proper rate or in con- 
sequence of a mlsstatement of the rate 
the carrier shall be liable to a penalty 
in some reasonable amount, say $2.riO, 
to accrue to the United States and to 
be recovered In a civil action brought 
JlJ, the appropriate district attorney. 


r "Under the existing law the commis- 
sion can act only with respect to an 
alleged excessive rate or unduly dis- 
criminatory practice by n carrier on H 
complaint made by some Individual 
affected thereby.' I see no reason why 
the commission should not be authnr- 
h>,*d to net on Its own Initiative as 
well as upon the complaint of an 
Individual and also that the com 
mission shall be fully empowered be- 
yond any question to pass upon the 
classifications of commodities for pur- 
poses of fixing rates, in like manner 
as it may now do with respect to tin- 
maximum rate applicable to any trans- 
portation. 


Public Paye Increased Rates. 


Under the existing law the commis- 


sion may not investigate an Increase 
lu rates until afic-r It siiftil have be- 
come effective. 
On the other hand, if 


the commission shall make an order 
finding that an existing rate is excess- 
ive and directing it to be reduced tin- 
carrier affected may by proceedings'lu 
the courts stay the operation of such 
order of reduction for months aud 
even years. It has therefore been sag 
gested that the commlssiou should 
be empowered, whenever a proposed 
increase in rates is filt-d, at once to en- 
ter, upon an investigation of the rea- 
sonableness of the Increase and to 
make an order postponing the effective 
date of such Increase until after such 
Investigation shall be completed. 


To this much objection has been 


made on the pnrt of carriers. 
They 


contend that this would be, in effect, 
"to take from the owners of the rail- 
roads the management of Uielr prop- 
erties aud to clothe the iuterstute com- 
merce commission witii the original rate 
making power, a policy which was 
much discussed at the time of the pas- 
sage of the Hepburn act in 1300-0 and 
which was then aud has always been 
distinctly rejected. 


They point to the provision of the In- 


terstate commerce act providing for 
restitution to the shippers by carriers 
of excessive rates charged In cases 
where the order of the commission re- 
ducing such rates are affirmed. 
It 


may be doubted how effective this 
remedy really 
is. 
Experience lias 


shown that many, perhaps most, ship- 
pers do not resort to proceedings to 
recover the excessive rates which they 
may have been required to pay, for 
the simple reason that they have add- 
ed the rates paid to the cost of Uio 
goods and thus enhanced the price 
thereof to their customers and that 
the public has in effect paid the bill. 


Impossible to Supervise Tariffs. 


live concurrence were required In the 
making of every 'tariff have vntlsflvd 
me that this power. If granted, should 
be conferred In a very limited and re- 
stricted form. 
I therefore recommend 


that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion be empowered, whenever any pro- 
posed Increase of rates Is filed, at 
once, either on complaint or of Its own 
motion, to enter upon an Investigation 
Into the reasonableness of such change 
and that if be'further empowered In 
Its discretion (o postpone the effective 
date of such proposed Increase for a 
period not exceeding sixty days be- 
yond tlie date when such rate would 
take effect. 
If within this time It 


shall determine that such Increase Is 
unreasonable It may then by Us order 
either forbid the increase at all or 
fix the maximum beyond which It 
shall not be made. 
If. on the other 


hand, at the expiration of this time 
the commission shall not have com- 
pleted Its Investigation, then the rate 
shall take effect precisely as It would 
under the existing law, and the coin- 
mission may continue Its Invesllgadon. 


Shipper to Have Choice of Routes. 
I know of no reason why u shipper 


should not have the right to elect be- 
tween two or more established through 
routes, subject. howev<v, in (lie exer- 
cise of tills right to such reasonable 
Regulations as the Interstate commerce 
commission may prescribe. 


I recommend that the law shall be 


amended so as to provide that from 
and after the date of its passage no 
railroad company subject to the inter- 
stale commerce act shall, directly or 
Indirectly, acquire any interests of any 
kind in capital stock or purchase or 
lease any railroad of any other corpo- 
ration which competes witli it respect- 
ing business to which the Interstate 
commerce act applies. Hut especially 
for the protection of the minority stock- 
holders In securing to them the best 
market for (heir stock 1 recommend 
that such prohibition be coupled with 
a proviso that It shall not operate to 
prevent any corporation which at the 
date of the passage of such act shiill 
own not less than one-half of the en- 
tire issued and outstanding' capital 
stock of any oilier railroad company 
from ncqulrliiu all or the remainder of 
Mich stock nor to prohibit any railroad 
company which nt the dale of the en- 
actment of the law is operating a rail- 
road of any other corporation under 
lease, executed for a term of not less 
than tvventy-Ove years, from acquiring 
the reversionary ownership of the de- 
mised railroad. Inn tiiat such provi- 
sions shall not operate to authorize or 
validate the acquisition, through stock 
ownership or otherwise, of a compet- 
ing line or Interest therein In violation 
of the anti-trust or any other Ian'. 


"Watering" of Railroad Stock, 


1 recommend the enactment of a law 


providing that no railroad corporation 
subject to the Interstate commerce aci 
shall hereafter for any purpose con- 
nected wfth or relating to any part of 
Its business governed by said act Issm- 
any capluil stock without previous or 
simultaneous payment to it of .not less 
than the par value of such stock or any 
bonds or other obligations (except notes 
maturing not more than one year from 
the dale of their Issue) without the 
previous or simultaneous payment to 
such corporation of not less than the 
par value of such bonds or other obli- 
gations, or, If issued at less than their 
par value, then not without such pay 
uient of the reasonable market value 
of such bonds or obligations as ascer- 
tained by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and that no property, services 
or other thing than money shall be 
taken In payment to sucli carrier cor- 
poration of the(par-or other required 
price of such sfock, -bond or other ob- 
ligation except at the fair value of 
such property, services or other thins 
as ascertained by the commission, and 
that such act shall also contain provi- 
sions to prevent the abuse by the Im- 
provident or Improper issue of notes 
maturing at a period not exceeding 
twelve mouths from date In such man- 
ner as to commit the commission to the 
approval of n larger amount of stock or 
bonds In order to retire sucli notes 
than should legitimate!}' have been re- 
quired. 


Such act should also provide for the 


approval by the interstate commerce 
commission of the nmouut of stock 
and bonds to be Issued by any railroad 
company subject to this act upon any 
reorganization pursuant to judicial sale 
or other legal proceedings in order to 
prevent the issue of stock and bonds 
to an amount in excess of the fair 
value ot the property which is the sub- 
ject of such reorganization. 


In addition to the foregoing amend- 


ments of the interstate commerce law, 
the interstate commerce commission 
should be glveu the power, after a 
bearing, to determine upon the uni- 
form construction of those appliabces 
used by the trainmen lu the operation 
of trains the defects and lack of uni> 
formlty In which are apt to prodhce 
iiccidents and injuries to railway train- 
men. 


The question has arisen in the oper- 


ation of the interstate commerce em-

mid made subject to similar punish- 
ment or restraint, we must infer that 
the evil aimed at was not the mere 
bigness of Ihe enterprise, but it was 
tile aggregation of capital and plants 
with the express or implied Intent to 
restrain interstate 
or foreign com- 


merce or to monopolize it in whole or 
In purl. 
A mere incidental restraint 


of trade and competition is not with- 
in C.'.K inhibition of the act. 


It is possible for the owners of a 


business of manufacturing and selling 
useful articles of merchandise so to 
conduct their business as not to vio- 
late the Inhibitions of the anti-trust 
law and yet to secure to themselves 
the benefit of the economies of man- 
agement and of production due to the 
concentration under one control of 
large capital and many plants. 
If 


they use no other inducement than the 
constant low price of their product and 
Its good quality to attract custom and 
their business Is a profitable one, they 
violate no law. But If they attempt by 
a use of their preponderating capital 
qnd by a sale of their goods tempo- 
rarily at unduly low prices to drive 
out of business their competitors, or 
If (hey attempt by exclusive contracts 
with their patrons and threats of non- 
dealing except upon such contracts 
or by other methods of a similar char- 
acter to use the largeness of their re- 
sources and the extent of their output 
compared with the total output as a 
means of compelling custom and fright- 
ening oft competition, then they dis- 
cloqe a purpose to restrain trade aud 
to establish a monopoly aud violate the 
act. 


Economy Not Only Effect of Bigness. 


I wish to make this distinction as 


emphatic as possible, because i con- 
ceive that nothing could happen more 
destructive to the prosperity of this 
country than the loss of that great 
economy In production which has been 
and will bo effected in all manufactur- 
ing lines by the employment of large 
capital under one management. 1 do 
not mean to say that there Is not a 
limit beyond which the economy of 
management by the enlargement of 
plant ceases, and where this happens 
and combination continues beyond tills 
point the very fact shows intent to 
monopolize and.not to economize. 


The anti-trust statute was passed in 


1800, and prosecutions were soon be- 
gun under it 
In the case of Uie 


United States versus Knight, known ns 
tbe "sugar trust case," because of the 
narrow scope of tbe pleadings tile 
combination sought to be enjoined was 
held not to be Included wltlilu the 
prohibition of tbe act, because the 
averments did not go beyond the mere 
acquisition of manufacturing .plants 
for the refining of sugar and did not 
Include that of a direct and intended 
restraint upon trade and commerce In 
the sale and delivery of sugar across 
state boundaries and in foreign trade. 
The result of the sugar trust case was 
not ba'ppy lu Uiat it gave other com- 
panies and combinations seeking a 
similar method of making profit by 
establishing an absolute control and 
monopoly lu a particular line of manu- 
facture a sense of Immunity against 
prosecutions in the federal jurisdic- 
tion, and where that jurisdiction is 
barred in respect to u business which 
la necessarily commensurate with the 
boundaries of tile country no state 
prosecution Is able to supply the need- 
ed machinery for adequate restraint or 
punishment 


Following the sugar trust decision, 


however, there have come aioni: in the 
slow but certain course of Judicial 
disposition, cases involving a construc- 
tion of the anti-trust statute and its 
application until now they seem to 
embrace every phase of that law 
which can be practically presented to 
the American public and to tbe gov- 
ernment for action. They show that 
tlie anti-trust act has a wide scope and 
applies to many combinations in actual 
operation, rendering tbem 
unlawful 


and subject to Indictment and re- 
straint. 


All Restraints Fcrbidden. 


The supreme court in several of its 


decisions has declined to read into the 
statute the word "unreasonable" be- 
fore "restraint of trade," on the ground 
that the statute applies to all restraints 
aud does not Intend to leave to the 
court the discretion to determine' what 
is a reasonable restraint of trade. 
The expression "restraint of trade" 
comes from the common law, and at 
common law there were certain cove- 
nants incidental to the carrying out of 
a main or principal contract which 
were said to be- covenants in partial 
restraint of trade and were held to be 
enforclble because "reasonably" adapt- 
ed to the performance of the main or 
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.

In our present prosperity that will 


cause suffering and strained circum- 
stances among the Innocent many for 
the faults of the guilty few. 


Federal Chartor Justified. 


Generally in tlie industrial combina- 


tions called "trusts" the principal busi- 
ness Is the "sale of goods In many 
states and In foreign markets—In other 
words, the interstate and foreign busi- 
ness far exceeds tbe business done in 
any one stntc. This fact will justify 
the federal government In granting a 
federal charter to such n combination 
to make and sell in interstate and for- 
eign commerce the products of useful 
manufacture under such limitations as 
will ser-ure a compliance with tlie anti- 
trust hi\v. It Is possible so to frame n 
statute that, while it offers protection 
to n federal company against harmful, 
vexatious and unnecessary invasion by 
the states, it shall subject it to reason 
able taxation and control by the states 
with respect to purely local business. 


Many people conducting great busi- 


nesses have cherished a hope and a 
belief that In some way or other a line 
may be drawn between "good trusts" 
and "bad trusts." The public, and es 
pecially the business public, ought to 
rid_themselves of the Idea that such n 
distinction is practicable or cnn be In- 
troduced Into tbe statute. 
Certain!} 


under the present aiitl-trust law no 
such distinction exists. 
It has been 


proposed, however, that the word "rea 
sonable" should be made a pnrt of the 
statute aud then that it should be left 
to the court to say what Is n reasonable 
restraint of trade, what is a reasonable 
suppression of competition, what is a 
reasonable monopoly. 
I venture to 


think that this is to put into* tbe hands 
of the court a power Impossible to exer- 
cise on any consistent principle. 


In considering violations of tbe anti- 


trust low we ought, of course, not to 
forget that that law makes unlawfu 
methods of carrying on business which 
before its passage were regarded as 
evidence of business sagacity nnd suc- 
cess and that they were denounced In 
this act not because of their intrinsic 
Immorality, but because of the danger- 
ous results toward which they tended 
the concentration of industrial power 
In the hands of the few, leading to 
oppression and injustice. 


Through all our consideration of thii 


grave question, however, we must In 
slst that the suppression of competi 
tion, the controlling of prices and the 
monopoly o/attempt to monopolize in 
interstate common-i1 nnd business an. 
uot only unlawful, hut contrary to the 
public good, aud that they must be re 
strained and punished until ended. 


National Incorporation Law. 


I therefore recommend the enacttncn 


by congress of a general law providiu; 
for the formation of corporations to 
engage in trade and commerce among 
the states and with foreign nations 
protecting tiem from undue interfcr 
ence by the states and regulating their 
activities, so ns to prevent the recur 
rence under national auspices of those 
abuses which have arisen under state 
control. 
Such a law should provide 


for the issue of stock of such corpo 
rations to au amount equal only to the 
cash paid in on tbe stock, nnd If the 
stock be issued for property then at i 
fair valuation, ascertained uuder ap 
proval and supervision of federal an

Objections Forestalled. 


Let us consider these objections in 


their order. The government is non 
:rying to dissolve some of these com

Second, there are those who doubt 


the constitutionality of such federal 
Incorporation. The regulation of Intel- 
state and foreigu commerce is certain- 
ly conferred lu the fullest measure 
upon congress, and If for tbe purpose 
of securing in the most thorough man 
ner that kind of regulation congress 
shall Insist (hat it may provide nnd 
authorize certain agencies to carry on 
that commerce It would seem to be 
within its power. This bus been ills 
tlnctly affirmed with respect to rail 
road companies dolnf an Interstate 
business and Interstate bridges. Thi 
power of Incorporation has been ex- 
ercised by congress and upheld by thi 
supreme court lu this regard. Why. 
then, with respect to any other forn: 
of interstate commerce, like the sale 
of goods across state boundaries and 
Into foreign commerce, may tbe sann 
power uot be asserted ? 


Even those who are willing to con 


cede that the supreme court may sus- 
tain such federal incorporation areJu 
cllned to oppose It on the ground ot 
Its tendency to tlie enlargement of thi 
federal power at the expense of the 
power of the states. It is a sufficient 
answer to this argument to say that 
no other method cau be' suggested 
which offers federal protection ou the 
cue hand aud close federal supervision 
on tbe other of these great organiza^ 
tlons that are in fact federal because 
they are as wide as the country anil 
are entirely unlimited In their business 
by state lines. . Nor Is the ceuti-aliza 
tion of federal power under this act 
likely to be excessive. Only the largest 
corporations would avail themselves 01 
such a law,- because the burden of 
complete federal supervision and con 
trol that must certainly be imposed to 
accomplish the purpose of the Incor 
poratlou would not be accepted by an 
ordinary business concern. 


The third objection, that the wors 


offenders will not accept federal in 
corporation, is easily answered. 
The 


decrees of injunction recently adoptee 
in prosecutious under, the anti-trus 
law are so thorough and sweeping 
that the corporations affected by them 
have but three courses before tbem:
